projection  on  all  sides  4 inches. 

Under  chimneys  for  dwellings  more  than  1 story;  Thickness 
12  Inches;  projection  on  all  sides  6 inches.

All  Footings  shall  be  adequately  reinforced  where  they  cross  and  bear 
on  filled  trenches  or  other  similar  disturbed  soil  conditions. 


Concrete.  Poured  concrete  mixture  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  For  plain  concrete  - not  leaner  than  1 part  portland  cement, 

3 parts  sand,  5 parts  gravel,  crushed  stone;  or  1 part  portland 
cement,  6 parts  clean  bank  gravel. 

(b)  For  reinforced  concrete  - not  leaner  than  1 part  portland 
cement,  2 parts  sand,  4 parts  gravel,  crushed  stone.  The  design, 
materials,  metal  reinforcement,  limitations,  and  other  requirement:; 
for  reinforced  concrete  work  shall  comply  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Building  Regulations  for  Reinforced  Concrete  (A.C.I.  501- 
36-T ) of  the  American  Concrete  Institute  Building  Code. 

(c)  All  materials  shall  be  clean  and  free  from  loam  and  other 
foreign  matter.

Chimney  Flues.  All  masonry  chimneys  shall  be  lined  throughout  with 
fireclay  flue  linings.  Minimum  flue  sizes  for  heating  plants  8-^-  x 8-| 
inches,  for  fireplace  8-g-  x 13  inches;  or  circular  flues  of  equivalent 
effective  area.

Girders  or  carrying  timbers  may  be  structural  steel,  solid  wood,  or 
built-up  wood.  Wood  girders  not  to  be  less  than  6x8  inches  or  as 
approved  by  the  Building  Inspector.  All  joints  of  girders  shall  be 
made  over  piers  or  column  supports.  The  maximum  clear  span  for  6x8 
Inch  wooa  girder  for  one  story  dwelling  shall  be  eight  feet;  and  one 
and  one-half  and  two  story  dwellings  seven  feet. 
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Wood  posts  when  used  as  columns  in  basements  shall  bear  on  a cement 
base  which  shall  extend  not  less  than  three  inches  above  the  finish  floor* 
The  base  shall  bear  directly  on  the  post  footing.

Requirements  for  headers  and  trimmers  for  roof  framing  around  chimneys 
shall  be  same  as  required  for  floors  except  that  for  a sloping  roof  where 
headers  are  less  than  four  feet  in  length  and  the  chimney  is  either  at  the 
ride  or  the  eaves,  the  trimmers  may  be  single. 

All  outside  and  carrying  partitions  must  be  2 x 4 inch  studding  set 
on  sixteen  inch  centers.  Plates,  door  and  window  openings  must  be  doubled. 
All  openings  over  four  feet  must  be  trussed. 

Permit  for  lathing.  No  wall  or  ceiling  of  any  building  shall  be  lathe|d 
or  otherwise  covered,  until  the  Building  Inspector  has  been  notified  in 
writing  that  the  building  is  ready  for  such  work,  and  until  he  has  given 
consent  therefor.  The  Inspector  shall  act  on  3uch  notice  within  forty- 
eight  hours  of  receipt  of  same. 

Outside  Walls.  All  outside  wails  of  building  mu3t  be  covered  with 
material  suitable  to  that  of  existing  neighborhood  or  as  approved  by 
Building  Inspector.

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ANNUAL  BUSINESS  MEETING 

March  8th  1943 

The  annual  business  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Chelmsford  was  held 
in  the  Upper  Town  Hall, in  Chelmsford  Centre  on  March  8th  1943, at  7.30  P.M. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Walter  Perhara  and  Town  Clerk 
Harold- C.  Petterson  was  requested  to  read  the  Warrant, after  the  Warrant 
wa3  partly  read, on  a motion  made  by  Wendell  P.  Harvey, it  was  voted  to 
waive  the  further  reading  of  the  Warrant. 

Upon  the  request  of  Harold  C.  Petterson, a personal  privilege 
was  gran ted, Mr  Petterson  said: 

We  have  with  us  tonight, a man  who  is  retiring  from  public  office 
in  the  Town  of  Chelmsford, this  man  has  served  the  Town  of  Chelmsford  for 
eighteen  consecutive  years, from  1925  to  1930  inclusive  he  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Finance  Board, and  from  1931  to  1942  inclusive  he  ha3  served 
us  as  a Member  of  the  Board  of  Be lec tmen, Member  of  the  Board  of  Public 
welfare  and  a Member  of  the  Board  of  Old  Age  Assis tance,he  has  served  us 
through  the  hard  period  of  depression, he  has  served  us  well, he  is  and 
always  has  been  a gentlemen, Mr • Moderator  I move  you  that  a rising  vote 
of  appreciation  be  given  to  James  Alexander  Grant  for  the  efficient 
service  that  he  has  rendered  to  the  Town  of  Chelmsford  in  the  past 
eighteen  years, and  it  was  so  voted# 

Under  article  one: 

On  a motion  made  by  Mr.  Albert  Davis, it  was  voted  to 
accept  the  Town  report  as  printed. 

The  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Street  Railway  for  better  bus  service, had  no  report  to  make. 

The  Committee  on  new  by-laws  had  no  report  to  make. 

The  Committee  on  building  an  addition  to  the  Westlands 
School  reported  that  their  report  wa3  published  in  the  Town  report. 

5 Mr.  Arnaud  Blackadar  was  elected  a member  of  the  Varney 

Playground  Committee  for  e term  of  three  years. 

Under  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee, Town  Treasurer 
Harold  C.  Pett erson, remarked  on  the  preamble  of  this  report, in  so  far  as 
the  report  warned  the  voters  of  the  tax  rate” skyrocke ting"Mr . Petterson 
recited  the  tax  rates  from  1928  to  1942  inclusive  and  explained  that  the 
tax  rate  in  that  period  averaged  $32. 09, he  also  explained  the  amount  of 
free  ca3h  used  in  each  particular  year, Mr.  Petterson  also  explained  that 
the  tax  rato  for  1942  could  have  been  §3.20  less  than  the  figure  set  by 
the  Board  of  Assessors , claiming  that  the  3um  of  approximately  $25,000*00 
had  been  taken  from  the  taxpayers  in  excess  of  what  it  actually  cost  to 
run  the  town  in  the  year  1942.MT.  Petterson  said  that  he  believed  that 
the  tax  rate  for  1942  had  been  se t,reluc tantly  at  $53.00  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors, and  that  the  Tax  Commissioner  would  not  approve  a rate  less 
than  the  rate  of  $33.00  and  he  believed  that  the  Board  of  Assessors 
should  be  the  Board  to  determine  the  tax  rate  in  the  Town  of  Chelmsford. 
So  as  to  get  the  sentiment  of  the  voters  in  regard  to  his  comments, Mr.

ANNUAL  BUSINESS  MEETING 
March  13th  1944. 


The  annual  business  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Chelmsford  was  held 
in  the  Upper  Town  Hall, in  Chelmsford  Centre  on  March  i3th  1944, at  7.30  P.M.

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  provide  for  a Fair , .Concise 

Summary,  instead  of  A Description  , of  Each  Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Const-

That  an  initiative  petition  for  a constitutional  amendment  or  a law 
shall  first  be  signed  by  ten  qualified  voters  of  the  Commonwealth  and  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  not  later  than  the  first  Wednesday  of 
the  August  before  the  assembling  of  the  General  Court  into  which  it  is  to  be 
introduced.  It  may  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  if  the 
Attorney  General  shall  certify  that  the  measure  and  its  title  are  in  proper 
form  and  that  It  is  not,  affirmatively  or  negatively,  substantially  the  same 
as  any  measure  which  has  been  qualified  for  submission  or  submitted  to  the 
people  at  either  of  the  two  preceding  biennial  state  elections,  and  that  it 
contains  only  subjects  not  excluded  from  the  popular  initiative  and  which 
are  related  or  which  are  mutually  dependent.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gaitlemen: 


The  Varney  Playground  commission  submits  the  following  report.  The  playground 
has  been  maintained  in  the  best  possible  condition  permitted  by  the  money  appropriated. 

The  increased  use  of  the  Edwards  Memorial  Beach  property  by  Chelmsford  residents  and  others 
has  necessitated  increased  cost  of  maintenance  and  the  use  of  a full  time  attendant  at  the 
bathhouse.  For  this  reason,  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  a transfer  of  in  order  to 

properly  maintain  and  keep  up  the  playground  property. 

This  money  was  spent  to  apply  loam  and  clay  to  the  ball  park  infield,  make  plumb- 
ing repairs  at  the  bathhouse  and  provide  material  for  a more  efficient  drainage  system. 

We  feel  that  a sum  of  $5°0«CO  will  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  Var- 
ney  Playground,  exclusive  of  the  Edwards  Beaoh.  In  addition  we  are  asking  the  town  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  upkeep  and  a full  time  attendant  at  the  Edwards 
Beach  and  Bathhouse. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  the  Highway  Department  for  the  sand  which  the  j 
delivered  and  spread  at  the  beach  to  fill  in  some  bad  washouts.  We  also  wish  to  thank 
Chief  Hul slander  and  the  Police  Department  for  the  exceilait  work  performed  by  them  in 
limiting  the  use  of  the  beach  to  town  residents.

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 


Shall  this  measure,  which  by  amendments  of  the  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed 
provides  for  payment  by  the  Commonwealth  of  adequate  pensions  to  deserv- 
ing citizens  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over  in  need  of  relief  or  support 
who  shall  have  resided  in  the  Commonweal th  not  less  than  five  years  im- 
mediately preceding  the  date  of  application  for  such  pension,  and  who 
shall  have  resided  in  the  Commonwealth  continuously  for  one  year  immed- 
iately preceding  said  date  of  application,  which  is  further  described  as 
follows : 

The  measure,  by  amendments  of  General  Laws (Ter.  E<i),  c.6,  provides 
for  an  old  age  pension  commission  of  three  persons,  oneto  be  a qualified 
physician,  another  to  be  an  attorney  at  law  and  a third  to  be  a non-pro- 
fessional person,  who  are  to  be  appointed  and  may  be  removed  for  cause  by 
the  Governor  with  the  advice  andconsent  of  the  Council,  and  are  to  serve 
under  the  Governor  and  Council.  Not  more  than  two  members  of  said  Comm- 
ission shall  be  members  of  the  same  political  party.  Original  appoint- 
ments of  members  shall  be  for  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively,  and 
thereafter  appointments  are  to  be  for  three  years.  Such  members  are  to  de- 
vote their  whole  time  to  the  wor£  of  the  Commission  during  business  hours 
and  be  engaged  in  no  other  business,  occupation  or  profession.  One  of 
their  number  is  to  be  designated  as  chairman  by  the  Governor  and  shall  re- 
ceive a salary  of  $6,000,  and  each  other  member  $5,500  per  year,  with  their 
necessary  expenses.  The  commission  is  empowered  to  make  and  enforce  rules 
and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  in  the  performance  of  its  dutied 
and  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council. 

The  measure  strikes  out  chapter  118A  of  the  General  Laws  (Ter. Ed)  and 
inserts  in  its  place  a new  chapter  entitled  "Adequate  pensions  for  certain 
aged  citizens." 


It  is  provided  that  pensions  hereunder  shall  be  paid  from  the  date  of 
application  therefor,  but  in  no  event  before  the  applicant  reaches  the  age 
of  sixty-five.  The  Commission  shall  render  a decision  in  not  less  than  th- 
irty days  from  the  date  of  application  for  a pension  or  a request  for  an 
increase  of  the  amount  thereof.  Such  pension  shall,  wherever  practicable, 
be  paid  to  the  aged  person  in  his  own  home  or  in  lodgings  or  in  a boarding 
home,  which  for  the  purposes  hereof  shall  include  any  institution  provid- 
ing shelter,  care  and  treatment  for  aged  persons  which  is  not  supported 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  public  funds;  provided,  that  no  inmate  of  such  a 
boarding  home  or  institution  shall  be  eligible  for  a pension  under  this 
chapter  while  being  cared  for  under  a contract.  Such  pension  shall  be  paid 
by  check  or  in  cash  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  pensioner  at  his  resid- 
ence, if  he  so  requests,  and  shall  be  paid  semi-monthly  unless  the  pensioner 
prefers  less  frequent  payments.  Such  pension  shall  by  on  the  basis  of  need 
and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  budgetary 
standards  established  by  the  Commission.  Budgetary  standards  shall  be  such 
as  to  enable  an  individual  pensioner  to  maintain  a standard  of  living  com- 
patible with  decency  and  health.  Such  pensions,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  $48.00  monthly.  The  pen- 
sioner’s budget  at  such  times  as  may  be  requred  shall  include  medical  care, 
ifrecommended  by  a recognized  physician,  eye-glasses,  if  recommended  by  a 
recognized  optician,  dental  care  and  false  teeth,  if  recommended  by  a recog 
nized  dentist. 


In  computing  the  pensioner’s  payment  under  this  chapter,  the  Comm- 
ission shall  deduct  from  the  pensioner’s  budget  or  the  minimum  payment, 
whichever  is  greater,  the  amount  of  income  the  person  paid  or  to  be  paid  a 
pension  hereunder  may  be  receiving  from  any  source,  and  may  deduct  therefrom 
such  reasonable  amount  as  may  be  deemed  to  represent  the  financial  value  of 

Doard,  lodging  or  other  assistance  which  is  being  furnished  to  such  persons 
i’rom  any  source.

Upon  the  death  of  a person  drawing  a pension,  whose  funeral  cost  does 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  in  whose  estate 
there  are  insufficient  assets  to  cover  the  full  cost  of  the  funeral,  the 
Commission  shall  pay  to  the  funeral  director  the  difference  between  the 
assets  and  the  cost  of  the  funeral,  a sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars. 


Expenses  for  medical,  hospital  and  other  services  rendered  to  a pen- 
sioner, which  remain  unpaid  at  the  time  of  his  death  or  commitment  to  an 
institution  as  an  insane  person,  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  person  rend- 
ering such  services. 


No  pension  under  this  chapter  shall  be  discontinued  nor  shall  the  amour 
thereof  be  decreased  until  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  after  notice  has 
been  given  by  the  Commission  to  the  pensioner.

Provision  is  made  by  which  a person  receiving  a pension  may  be  absent 
from  the  Commonwealth  on  a visit  without  having  such  pension  suspended. 


It  is  provided  that  General  Laws  (Ter. Ed)  c.273  20,  which  related  to 
the  support  of  parents  by  children,  shall  not  apply  when  parents  are  elig- 
ible to  receive  a pension. 


Provision  is  made  that  there  shall  be  set  up  in  the  Commission  a sub- 
division of  appeals  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a supervisor  of  appeals. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  failure  of  the  Commission  to  pay  an  adequate 
pension  under  this  chapter,  or  by  the  failure  of  the  Commission  to  approve 
or  reject  an  application  for  a pension  or  a request  for  an  increase  in  the 
amount  thereof,  within  thirty  days  after  receiving  such  application  or  re- 
quest, shall  have  a right  to  a fair  hearing,  after  due  notice,  upon  appeal 
to  the  subdivision  of  appeals  in  the  form  and  manner  prescribed  by  the  comm 
ission;  provided  that  such  appeal  is  received  by  the  subdivision  of  appeals 
within  sixty  days  after  official  notice  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Old 
Age  Pension  Commission  has  been  received  by  the  applicant  or  pensioner. 

The  decision  of  the  subdivision  of  appeals  shall  be  final  and  binding 
upon  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  or  any  interested  person  aggrieved  by  any  decision  in 
any  proceeding  before  the  subdivision  of  appeals  may  obtain  judicial  re- 
view of  such  decision  by  filing,  within  twenty  davs  of  the  date  of  mailing 
of  such  decision  , a petition  for  review  thereof  in  the  district  court  with 
in  the  judicial  district  wherein  the  pensioner  or  the  applicant  for  a pen- 
sion lives. 

In  any  proceeding  for  review  the  findings  of  the  subdivision  of  appeals 
as  to  facts  shall  be  conclusive,  such  proceedings  shall  be  heard  in  a sum- 
mary manner  and  given  precedence  over  all  other  civil  cases.  Prom  the  de- 
cision of  a district  court  upon  review  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Sup- 
reme Judicial  Court. 

The  possession  by  an  applicant  for  pension  under  this  chapter  of  assets 
consisting  of  cash,  active  securities  or  inactive  securities,  or  any  com- 
bination of  such  assets,  shall  not  disqualify  him  from  receiving  such  pen- 
sion; provided,  that  the  total  of  such  assets,  figuring  the  present  cash 
value  of  such  inactive  securities  at  the  sum  determined  by  the  Old  Age  Pen- 
sion Commission,  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $300. 


A person  is  not  to  be  disqualified  from  receiving  a pension  because 
of  the  ownership  of  an  equity  in  vacant  land  from  which  there  is  insuff- 
ient  income  to  provide  for  his  budgetary  needs  or  minimum  payments,  or  the 
ownership  of  an  equity  in  real  estate  by  an  applicant  who  resides  thereon 
or  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  is  residing  elsewhere  because  of 
physical  or  mental  incapacity,  provided  that  if  such  equity  on  the  basis 
of  assessed  valuation  exceeds  an  average  of  £3,000  during  the  five  years 
immediately  preceding  application  for  the  pension,  the  applicant  shall 
execute  a bond  in  the  penal  sum  for  the  amount  of  the  equity  in  excess  of 
$3,000  conditioned  on  repayment  to  the  Commonwealth  of  all  amounts  paid 
as  such  pension  without  interest,  such  bond  to  be  secured  by  a mortgage  on 
the  applicant's  real  estate.  Provision  is  made  for  the  recording  of  such 
bond  and  mortgage  without  a fee  and  the  apportionment  of  the  proceeds  re- 
alized from  any  of  them  between  the  Federal  government  and  the  Commonwealth. 


A person  is  not  to  be  disqualified  from  receiving  a pension  by  reason 
of  the  ownership  of  a policy  of  group  insurance  or  a policy  of  insurance 
in  an  amount  not  exceeding  £1,000  or  of  a policy  of  insurance  in  an  amount 
not  exceeding  $3,000  having  a cash  surrender  value  not  in  excess  of  $1,000 
if  such  policy  has  been  in  effect  not  less  than  fifteen  years. 


No  Pension  shall  be  granted  to  an  applicant  who  at  any  time  within 
five  years  immediately  prior  to  the  filing  af  an  application  for  such  pension 
has  made  an  assignment  or  transfer  of  property  so  as  to  render  himself  el- 
igible to  such  pension.  No  pension  shall  be  subject  to  trustee  process  or 
assignment,  and  no  applicant  for  a pension,  who  knowingly  makes  any  false 
statement  or  perpetrates  any  fraud  or  deception  in  relation,  shall  be  grant 
ed  any  pension  nor  be  eligible  for  one  during  one  year  thereafter.  A 
person,  his  executor  or  admiinis trator  shall  be  liable  in  contract  to  the 
Commonwealth  for  expenses  incurred  by  it  for  a pension  paid  to  such  person 
under  this  chapter  if  such  person  orchis  estate' is  in  possession  of  funds 
not  otherwise  exempted  thereunder. 


If  an  application  for  a pension  under  this  chapter  is  effected  by  the 
eligibility  of  the  applicant  to  receive  aid  under  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed) 
c.  115,  which  relates" to  State  and  Military  Aid  and  Soldiers*  Relief,  the 
applicant  shall  be  entitled  to  exercise  such  options  and  execute  such  waiver 
as  may  be  necessary  to  receive  the  pension  which  he  seeks.

All  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonweal th  shall  furnish  suitable  head- 
quarters for  the  carrying  out  of  the  duties  of  the  commission  in  such  cities 
and  towns.

The  measure  further  provides  that  there  shall  be  established  and  set 
up  on  the  books  of  the  Commonwealth  a separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the 
Old  Age  Pension  Fund,  consisting  of  receipts  credited  to  said  fund  under 
General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed)  c.  64B,  G.L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  C.128A,  Sec.  15,  as  amended, 
G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed)  c.  138  Sec  27,  as  amended,  and  all  proceeds  of  taxes  assess- 
ed under  Acts  of  1941,  c.729  Secs  9 and  9A. 


The  Old  Age  Assistance  ^'und  as  in  force  immediately  prior  to  the  eff- 
ective date  of  this  act  is  hereby  continued  in  existence,  but  shall  here- 
after be  entitled  "The  Old  Age  Pension  Fund." 

It  is  provided  that  all  civil  service  employees  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  of  the  Commonwealth,  including  the  supervisor,  referees  and 
employees  of  the  subdivision  of  appeals  is  said  department  or  of  any  city 
or  town,  employed  in  the  administration  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Lav/  on 
the  effective  date  of  this  proposed  measure,  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
service  of  the  Old  Age  Pension  Commission,  retaining  their  present  civil 
service  seniority  retirement  rights  and  any  step  increases  f rom  tthe  min- 
imum pay  of  their  grade  earned  during  their  service  with  said  department  of 
said  bureaus. 

It  is  provided  that  all  records  and  property  used  in  the  administration 
of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Law  and  which  are  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth 
are  to  be  transferred  to  the  Old  Age  Pension  Commission. 

This  act  shall  take  effect  on  March  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,-  which  proposed  law  was  approved  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
by  a vote  of  125  in  the  affirmative  and  79  in  the  negative,  and  on  which 
the  Senate  did  not  vote,-  be  approved?

ARTICLE  I 


This  regulation  shall  constitute  and  be  known  as 
the  BUILDING  CODE  of  the  TOWN  OF 
CHELMSFORD  and  may  be  cited  as  such,  and 
shall  apply  to  all  buildings  erected  or  altered  in 
Chelmsford  after  the  adoption  of  this  code.  For  the 
enforcement  of  this  code  and  to  insure  conformity 
therewith,  there  shall  be  a Building  Inspector,  appoint- 
ed annually  by  the  Selectmen,  during  the  month  of 
March,  for  a term  of  one  year,  or  until  his  successor 
has  been  appointed  and  qualified.  To  be  eligible  for 
appointment  as  Inspector  of  Buildings,  the  individual 
must  have  had  at  least  five  years  experience  as  an 
architect,  structural  or  civil  engineer,  superintendent 
of  construction,  or  other  experience  satisfactory  to  the 
Selectmen.  His  salary  shall  be  determined  by  the  Se- 
lectmen. 


ARTICLE  II 


Right  To  Enter 

Section  1.  The  Building  Inspector  may,  so  far  as  is 
necessary  for  the  performance  of  his  duties,  enter  any 
building  or  premises  within  the  Town  of  Chelmsford 
at  any  reasonable  hour. 

Sec.  2.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  keep  a record 
of  all  business  of  his  department,  which  record  and 
all  other  papers  and  books  relating  to  the  transaction 
of  the  duties  of  his  department  shall  be  open  at  all 
times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Selectmen,  and  he  shall 
submit  to  them  a yearly  report  on  such  business,  and 
such  other  reports  as  they  may  require. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  give  written  notice  to 
the  Assessors  of  permits  granted  by  him,  which  notice 
shall  state  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  permit 
was  granted,  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  building 
or  structure,  the  location  of  the  building  or  structure, 
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No  oversight  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the 
building  inspector  or  his  subordinates  shall  legalize 
the  erection,  construction  or  alteration  of  any  building 
or  structure  in  a manner  not  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  this  code. 

Relief  From  Personal  Responsibility 
The  Building  Inspector,  or  an  employee  charged  with 
the  enforcement  of  this  code  shall  not  be  personally 
liable  while  acting  for  the  town,  and  he  is  hereby  re- 
lieved from  all  personal  liability  for  any  damage  that 
may  accrue  to  persons  or  property  as  a result  of  any 
acts  required  or  permitted  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties. 


Appeal 


Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  act  as  a Board 
of  Appeals  under  this  Code.  The  procedure  of  the 
Board  and  the  process  of  appeal  shall  conform,  so  far 
as  may  be,  to  that  specified  in  Section  10  of  the  Zoning 
By-Laws. 

If  the  owner  of  any  building  or  other  structure,  or 
an  applicant  for  a permit  to  erect  or  alter  a building 
or  other  structure,  is  aggrieved  by  any  order  or  de- 
cision of  the  Building  Inspector,  he  may  file  with  the 
Board  of  Appeals  an  objection  in  writing.  The  Board 
of  Appeals  shall  within  a reasonable  time,  hear  the 
parties,  and  after  taking  such  expert  opinion  as  may 
seem  to  the  Board  to  be  necessary,  give  their  decision. 
In  case  the  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  be  af- 
firmed, the  expense  of  such  expert  opinion  taken  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town  on 
demand  by  the  appellant ; otherwise  such  expense  shall 
be  borne  by  the  Town. 

Sec.  4.  No  building  shall  be  <rected,  added  to  or 
altered  except  in  conformity  witH\  the  provisions  of 
this  code,  but  nothing  in  this  code  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to  buildings  or  structures  owned  by  the  United

and  the  estimated  total  value  as  given  on  the  appli- 
cation. 


He  shall  receive  applications  and  issue  permits  for 
the  erection  and  alteration  of  buildings  as  hereinafter 
described,  and  shall  keep  detailed  and  sufficient  records 
of  such  applications  and  permits.  He  shall  not  give 
a permit  for  the  erection  or  alteration  of  any  building 
until  he  shall  have  carefully  inspected  the  plans,  speci- 
fications and  premises,  and  ascertained  that  the  build- 
ing as  proposed  will  conform  to  the  Building  Code,  to  the 
Zoning  Laws  and  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 


He  shall  make  all  inspections  as  hereinafter  called 
for  and  such  other  inspections  in  the  course  of  con- 
struction or  alteration  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure 
compliance  with  the  Building  Code  and  Zoning  Laws. 


He  shall  make  a record  of  all  violations,  with  the 
name  of  the  owner,  occupant,  architect  or  builder,  also 
what  action  he  took  in  regard  to  the  violation. 


He  shall  examine  all  buildings  reported  dangerous 
or  damaged  by  accident  or  fire,  and  if  it  appears  to 
him  that  such  structures  would  be  unsafe  or  dangerous 
to  life  and  limb  in  case  of  fire  or  otherwise,  it  shall 
be  deemed  dangerous  within  the  meaning  thereof,  and 
the  Inspector  may  affix  in  a conspicuous  place  upon 
its  exterior  walls  a notice  of  its  dangerous  condition 
which  shall  not  be  removed  or  defaced  without  author- 
ity from  him. 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  to  approve  or 
reject  any  plans  filed  with  him  within  ten  days,  but 
the  Selectmen  may,  in  special  cases,  extend  this  time 
as  seems  to  them  to  be  demanded  by  the  public  interest. 
No  work  of  any  description,  including  excavation  for 
cellar  or  basement,  or  for  foundations  shall  be  com- 
menced until  a permit  is  issued. 
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States  Government,  or  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass- 
achusetts, or  to  bridges,  garden  walls,  fences,  gates  or 
gateways,  or  to  buildings  with  a total  value  of  less 
than  $50.00. 

Ordinary  repairs,  additions  or  alterations  may  be 
made  up  to  the  value  of  $50.00  after  notice  to  the 
Building  Inspector,  without  permit  or  fee,  but  such 
repairs,  additions  or  alterations  shall  not  be  construed 
to  include  the  cutting  away  of  any  stone,  concrete  or 
brick  wall,  or  any  portion  thereof,  the  removal  or 
cutting  of  any  beam  or  support,  or  the  removal,  change 
cr  closing  of  any  staircase,  or  exit. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  performs,  or  causes  to  be  per- 
formed, any  work,  or  maintains,  alters  or  erects  any 
structure  in  violation  of  this  Building  Code,  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  continues  work  on  the  same  after 
having  received  written  notice  to  cease,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a fine  of  not  more  than  ($100.)  one-hundred 
dollars  for  each  violation.  The  Building  Inspector  shall 
make  complaint  to  a court  having  jurisdiction  thereof, 
or  apply  to  the  Superior  Court  for  an  injunction  or 
order  restraining  the  further  use  of  the  premises,  or 
both,  and  shall  do  all  further  acts  and  take  any  and 
all  action  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
Building  Code. 

ARTICLE  III 
Filing  Applications 

Section  1.  Before  work  is  commenced  upon  the  con- 
struction or  alteration  of  any  building,  structure  or 
part  thereof,  or  work  incidental  thereto,  including  ex- 
cavation for  cellar  or  basement,  a foundation,  or  the 
plumbing  or  drainage  system,  the  owner,  lessee  or 
representative  of  either,  shall  submit  to  the  Building 
Inspector  a detailed  description  of  the  location,  pur- 
pose and  construction  of  the  proposed  work  together 
with  a plat  plan  showing  location  of  the  building  on 
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BUILDING 
-LAWS 


the  lot,  and  such  copies  of  the  plans,  detailed  drawings 

and  calculations  as  the  Building  Inspector  may  require. 
If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Building  Inspector,  such  in- 
formation is  in  conformity  with  the  Building  Code  and 
Zoning  Laws,  he  shall  issue  a permit.  The  fee  for 
such  permit  shall  be  established  by  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  make  at  least  two  in- 
spections of  each  industrial,  commercial,  and  residen- 
tial building,  including  attached  accessory  buildings. 
One  of  these  inspections  shall  be  made  after  the  found- 
ation, the  first  or  grade  floor  framing  and  its  rough 
floor  have  been  completed.  Until  after  this  inspection 
has  been  made  and  the  approval  of  the  Building  In- 
spector given  of  the  work  done  to  this  point,  the  ex- 
cavation shall  not  be  backfilled.  Another  inspection 
shall  be  made  after  the  building  is  structurally  com- 
pleted or  enclosed,  but  before  any  wall  or  ceiling  in- 
terior covering  has  been  applied  over  the  studs  or 
joists.  Such  inspections  shall  be  made  within  48  hours 
after  notice  is  received,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted. 

The  permit  shall  contain,  in  writing,  any  variances 
to  the  Building  Code  or  Zoning  Laws  which  may  have 
been  granted  by  the  Building  Inspector  or  Board  of 
Appeals. 

The  erection,  construction  or  alteration  of  any  build- 
ing shall,  when  proceeded  with,  be  executed  in  accord- 
ance with  such  detailed  descriptions,  plans  and  draw- 
ings as  were  furnished  the  Building  Inspector  when 
application  for  permit  was  filed,  unless  amended  plans 
are  submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  the  Inspector. 

Any  permit  which  may  be  issued  by  the  Inspector, 
but  under  which  work  is  not  commenced  within  six 
months  from  date  of  issuance,  or  is  abandoned  before 
completion,  shall  expire  by  limitation. 


A permit  card,  issued  by  the  Inspector,  must  be  dis- 
played in  a conspicuous  place  on  the  street  side  of  the 

premises,  and  must  not  be  removed  until  all  work  in 
the  building  shall  have  been  approved. 

The  Building  Inspector  is  hereby  given  authority  to 
order  and  compel  the  suspension  of  any  work  being 
done  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Code, 
and  no  person  shall  continue  the  construction  or  alter- 
ation of  any  building  after  being  directed  by  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  to  suspend  work.  Such  notice  shall  be  in 
writing  and  be  given  to  the  owner,  his  agent  or  the 
person  doing  the  work.  Such  notice,  shall  state  the 
conditions  under  which  work  may  be  resumed.  When 
suspension  of  work  is  ordered  by  the  Inspector,  the 
permit  and  permit  card  shall  be  surrendered  to  the 
Building  Inspector  and  shall  not  be  returned  until 
after  the  violation  has  been  corrected. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Definitions  of  Terms 

Section  1.  In  this  Code  the  following  terms  shall 
have  the  meaning  respectively  assigned  to  them. 

Definitions 

Accessory  Building. 

A structure  or  building  customarily  incident  to  use 
of  land  or  building  to  which  it  is  accessory. 

Alteration. 

Any  change  or  addition  which  requires  no  found- 
ation, nor  increases  the  floor  area  by  more  than  25%. 

Apartment. 

Apartment  means  a room  or  suite  of  two  or  more 
rooms,  in  a residence  building  occupied  as  the  home 
or  residence  of  an  individual,  family  or  household. 


Apartment  House. 

Any  building  which  is  intended  or  designed  for,  or 
used  as  the  home  of  three  or  more  families  or  house- 
holds living  independently  of  each  other. 

Basement. 

That  part  of  a building  partly  underground  but 
having  more  than  one-half  of  its  entire  wall  area 
above  the  level  of  the  adjoining  ground. 

Bearing  Wall. 

A bearing  wall  means  a wall  which  supports  any 
vertical  load  in  addition  to  its  own  weight. 

Building. 

Any  structure  comprising  the  assembly  of  materials 
to  form  a construction  for  the  support,  shelter,  or  en- 
closure of  persons,  animals,  chattels  or  other  prop- 
erty. Portions  mutually  separated  by  an  approved 
firewall  shall  be  considered  as  separate  buildings. 

Building  Line. 

A line  between  which  and  a way  or  place  no  build- 
ing can  be  erected  or  placed. 

Building  Official. 

The  Building  Inspector,  or  his  regularly  authorized 
representative  charged  with  the  administration  and 
enforcement  of  this  Code. 

Cellar. 

The  lower  portion  of  a building  wholly  or  partly  be- 
low ground  such  that  more  than  half  the  clear  height 
from  floor  to  ceiling  is  below  the  adjoining  estab- 
lished grade. 

Dwelling. 

A residence  building  for  a family  and  not  more  than 
six  lodgers  or  boarders,  or  occupied  by  not  more 
than  two  families  living  separately. 
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Fire  Wall. 

Fire  wall  means  a wall  constructed  for  the  purpose 
of  subdividing  a building  or  separate  buildings  to 
restrict  the  spread  of  fire  and  this  wall  starts  at  the 
foundation  and  extends  continuously  through  all  the 
stories  to  and  above  the  roof,  except  where  the  roof 
is  fireproof  or  semifireproof  and  the  wall  is  carried 
up  tightly  against  the  underside  of  the  roof  slab. 

Footing. 

An  enlargement  at  the  lower  end  of  a wall,  pier, 
column,  or  chimney  so  arranged  as  to  distribute  the 
supported  load  to  the  earth. 

Foundation. 

That  portion  of  a wall  below  the  level  of  the  mean 
grade  next  to  the  wall,  but  may  be  construed  by  the 
Building  Inspector  to  mean  that  portion  below  the 
basement  or  cellar  floor,  and  may  be  construed  as 
including  slab  construction. 

Garage. 

An  accessory  building  in  which  motor  vehicles  are 
kept,  housed,  or  repaired.  The  term  motor  vehicle 
as  used  here  applies  to  automobiles,  trucks  and  buses, 
but  does  not  include  motorized  farm  machinery,  such 
as  tractors,  cultivators,  etc. 

Grade. 

The  average  level  of  that  part  of  the  ground  within 
four  feet  of  the  foundation  wall. 

Habitable  Room. 

A habitable  room  means  a room  occupied  by  one  or 
more  persons  for  living,  eating  or  sleeping,  and  in- 
cludes kitchens,  serving  apartments,  or  individual 
households,  but  does  not  include  bathrooms,  toilets, 
compartments,  laundries,  serving  and  storage  pan- 
tries,  corridors,  basement  and  other  spaces  that  are 
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not  used  frequently  or  during  extended  periods. 
Height. 

In  feet,  is  the  vertical  distance  from  grade  to  the 
mean  or  average  height  of  the  roof  or  gable ; in 
j|  stories,  does  not  include  cellars,  basements,  or  attics 
not  occupied  for  habitable  living  quarters. 

Multifamily  House. 

- A multifamily  house  means  a building  occupied  as 
the  home  or  residence  of  individuals,  families  or 
households  living  independently  of  each  other,  of 
w which  three  or  more  are  doing  cooking  within  their 
apartments ; including  tenement  house,  apartment 
house,  flat. 

Outbuilding. 

Shed,  henhouse,  etc. 

Prefabricated. 

Prefabricated  means  composed  of  sections  or  panels 
fabricated  prior  to  erection  on  the  building  found- 
ation. 

Reinforced  Concrete. 

A uniformly  mixed  composition  of  screened  gravel, 
stone,  or  other  aggregate  with  sand,  Portland  cement 
and  water,  in  approved  proportions  and  reinforced 
with  embedded  steel  for  increased  strength. 

Repairs. 

Replacement  or  removal  of  any  part  of  a building 
or  change  therein  which  does  not  affect  the  con- 
struction or  involve  the  erection  of  bearing  or  ex- 
terior walls,  roof,  chimneys  or  stairways,  does  not 
remove  or  cut  any  supporting  beams  or  support 
thereof  and  does  not  violate  any  requirement  of  these 
building  laws. 


Solid  Masonry. 

Solid  masonry  means  masonry  consisting  of  solid 
masonry  units  laid  contiguously  with  the  joints  be- 
tween units  filled  with  mortar,  or  consisting  of  plain 
concrete. 

Story  of  a Building. 

The  section  of  a building  between  the  floor  (or  top 
of  the  floor  beams)  and  the  floor  (or  top  of  the 
floor  or  roof  beams)  next  above.  A mezzanine  be- 
tween stories  shall  count  as  a story  when  it  exceeds 
25%  of  the  area  of  the  floor  immediately  below. 

Street. 

A street  as  the  term  is  used  in  these  building  laws 
shall  include  all  public  ways  and  all  private  ways 
commonly  used  by  the  public. 

Wall,  Veneered. 

A veneered  wall  means  a wall  having  masonry  facing 
which  is  attached  to  the  backing  but  not  so  bonded 
as  to  exert  common  action  under  load. 

Wood  Frame  Building. 

A building  or  structure,  the  exterior  walls  of  which 
are  constructed  of  wood,  or  wood  covered  with 
metal,  or  veneered  with  brick,  stone,  or  cement. 

ARTICLE  V 

Classification  of  Construction 

Section  1.  Types  designated.  For  the  purpose  of 
this  code,  construction  as  used  in  buildings  shall  be 
classified  as  follows : 

(a)  Fireproof  Construction 

(b)  Semifireproof  Construction 

(c)  Heavy  Timber  Construction 
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approved  foundations  which  shall  be  designed  to  resist 
frost  action  or  shall  be  founded  on  bed  rock.  All  foot- 
ings shall  be  designed  to  distribute  the  load  as  nearly 
uniformly  as  practicable. 

Satisfactory  bearing  material  for  footings  and  found- 
ations are  as  follows, — 

Undisturbed  ledge  rock,  natural  deposits  of  coarse 
or  medium  sand,  gravel  or  dry  clay,  or  a combination 
of  such  materials,  if  the  layers  below  are  not  of  ob- 
jectionable material  of  little  bearing  value. 

All  foundation  walls  shall  have  a footing  which  shall 
bear  on  undisturbed  soil  and  be  designed  to  distribute 
sufficiently  the  super-imposed  load  to  the  particular 
type  of  soil  upon  which  they  bear.  Where  soil  condi- 
tions prevent  sharp  cut  trenches  for  footings,  side 
forms  shall  be  used.  All  footings  shall  be  of  poured 
Portland  cement  concrete  of  1-3-5  (one-three-five) 
mixture,  or  better. 

(a)  Under  all  foundation  walls  of  all  wood  frame 
buildings  not  exceeding  two  stories,  and  also 
one  story  masonry  buildings ; thickness  (8) 
eight  inches;  projection  (4)  four  inches  on  each 
side  of  the  wall. 


■)  Under  chimneys  for  one  story  buildings;  thick- 
ness (8)  eight  inches,  projection  on  all  sides  (4) 
four  inches. 

!)  Under  chimneys  for  buildings  of  more  than  one 
story;  thickness  (12)  twelve  inches;  projection 
on  all  sides  (6)  six  inches. 

All  footings  shall  be  adequately  reinforced  where 
iey  cross  and  bear  on  filled  trenches  or  other  similar 
isturbed  soil  conditions.  Modification  of  footing  re- 
uirements  may  be  made  if  approved  by  the  Building 
nspector. 

Foundation  Walls 

Sec.  2.  All  dwellings  must  have  a foundation  wall 
diich  extends  (42)  forty-two  inches  below  the  fin- 
shed  grade.  Foundation  walls  if  of  poured  concrete 
hall  be  not  less  than  (16)  sixteen  inches  in  thickness 
or  fireproof,  semifireproof,  and  heavy  timber  build- 
ngs,  and  not  less  than  (12)  twelve  inches  for  masonry, 
>r  masonry  veneered  buildings,  and  not  less  than  (8) 
light  inches  in  thickness  for  ordinary,  or  wood  frame 
wildings,  not  exceeding  two  stories,  and  also  for  one 
;tory  masonry  buildings. 

Foundation  walls  if  of  stone  shall  be  not  less  than 
(16)  sixteen  inches  in  thickness. 

Hollow,  or  Solid  Masonry,  and  Plain  Concrete 
When  not  more  than  (6)  six  feet  deep,  masonry 
walls  shall  be  not  less  than  (8)  eight  inches  thick; 
and  when  more  than  (6)  six  feet  below  grade,  not 
less  than  (12)  twelve  inches  thick.  Foundation  walls 
of  approved  hollow  masonry  units  shall  be  provided 
with  not  less  than  (4)  four  inches  of  solid  masonry  at 
girder  bearings,  or  shall  be  strengthened  with  butt- 
resses. 

In  no  case  shall  the  foundation  wall  be  less  in  thick- 
ness than  the  wall  supported. 
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Foundation  walls  supporting  wood  frame  construc- 
tion shall  extend  not  less  than  (8)  eight  inches  above 
the  outside  finished  grade. 


ARTICLE  IX 


and 


Chimneys  and  Chimney  Flues 

Section  1.  No  chimney  flues  shall  be  less  than  64 
square  inches  in  area  for  heating  plants,  nor  less  than 
96  square  inches  for  fireplaces.  Circular  flues  of  same 
effective  area  may  be  used. 

All  chimney  flues  shall  have  walls  of  brick,  stone, 
or  solid  cast  concrete,  or  concrete  blocks  not  less  than 
(4)  four  inches  in  thickness  and  shall  be  lined  through- 
out with  fireclay  linings  or  (8)  eight  inch  walls  plas- 
tered inside  and  outside  in  place  of  flue  linings.  All 
chimneys  must  have  concrete  foundations  not  less  than 
(8)  eight  inches  in  thickness.  Chimneys  of  other  than 
masonry  construction  shall  not  be  constructed  except 
by  special  written  permission  of  the  Building  Inspector. 
Every  chimney  shall  be  equipped  with  a cleanout  door 
near  the  base  of  the  chimney. 

Not  more  than  two  flues  (2)  shall  be  enclosed  in  a 
single  chimney  unless  separated  by  not  less  than  (4) 
four  inches  of  masonry  or  reinforced  concrete  bonded 
into  the  chimney  walls.  When  not  so  separated  the  bed 
joints  of  the  flue  linings  shall  be  staggered  not  less 
than  (7)  seven  inches. 

Chimneys  shall  be  capped  with  concrete,  terra  cotta 
tile  or  other  approved  incombustible  and  weatherproof 
materials. 

All  wood  floor  and  roof  framings  and  all  other  com- 
bustible material  must  be  kept  at  least  two  inches  away 
from  the  chimney  and  fireplace  masonry.  In  no  case 
shall  wood  framing  members  bear  on  the  masonry  of 
chimneys  except  on  piers  which  are  built  integral  with 
the  chimney  masonry.  Spaces  between  chimney

Sec.  2.  Fireproof,  semifireproof  and  heavy  timber 
construction  shall  conform  to  generally  accepted  good 
practice. 


Ordinary  Construction 


Wood  Frame  Construction 

Definition. 

Wood  frame  construction,  as  applied  to  buildings, 
means  that  in  which  walls  and  interior  construction 
are  wholly  or  partly  of  wood. 


Unprotected  Metal  Construction 

Definition. 

Unprotected  metal  construction,  as  applied  to  build- 
ings, means  that  in  which  the  structural  supports  are 
unprotected  metal  and  in  which  floors  and  roofs  are  of 
noncombustible  construction,  and  the  exterior  walls 
are  of  noncombustible  construction  having  a fire  re- 
sistance rating  of  not  less  than  2 hours. 


ARTICLE  VI 
Windows  and  Ventilation 

Section  1.  All  habitable  rooms  shall  have  one  or 
more  outside  windows,  and  the  aggregate  glass  area 
shall  not  be  less  than  4%  of  the  floor  area  of  the 
room  served  by  them. 


NOTE:  See  definition  of  Habitable  Room  on  Page 
8 under  the  heading  of  definitions. 


Sec.  2.  All  rooms,  other  than  habitable  rooms,  (ex- 
cept storage  rooms,  corridors,  basement  and  other 
spaces  not  used  frequently  or  for  extended  periods), 
shall  be  provided  with  one  or  more  windows  or  vent- 
ilating skylights  opening  directly  to  the  outside  air 
and  light,  or  such  rooms  shall  be  provided  with  an 
approved  means  of  mechanical  ventilation. 


Bathrooms  and  toilets  shall  have  an  outside  window 
of  not  less  than  three  square  feet  of  glass  area,  or  shall 
be  provided  with  an  approved  means  of  mechanical 
ventilation. 


Definition. 

Ordinary  construction,  as  applied  to  buildings,  means 
that  in  which  exterior  walls  and  bearing  walls  are  of 
masonry  or  of  reinforced  concrete,  and  in  which  the 
structural  members,  including  columns,  floors  and  roof 
construction,  are  wholly  or  partly  of  wood  of  smaller 
dimensions  than  required  for  heavy  timber  construc- 
tion, or  of  steel  or  iron  not  protected  as  required  for 
semifireproof  construction. 

Noncombustible  Construction 


Definitio)i. 

Noncombustible  construction,  as  applied  to  buildings, 
means  that  in  which  all  structural  members,  including 
floors,  roofs  and  their  supports,  are  of  steel,  iron,  con- 
crete, or  of  other  noncombustible  materials,  and  in 
which  the  exterior  walls  are  of  noncombustible  con- 
struction having  a fire  resistance  rating  of  not  less 
than  two  hours. 


Sec.  3.  Every  dwelling  shall  have  at  least  two 
means  of  egress. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Use  of  New  Materials  and 
New  Methods  of  Construction 

Section  1.  New  materials,  methods  of  construction, 
devices  and  equipment  may  be  approved  by  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  for  use  in  buildings,  if  they  are  proved 
to  be  the  equivalent  of  those  required  by  this  code,  or 
he  may  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of 
Standards  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Safety. 

An  equivalent  material,  appliance,  method  of  con- 
struction or  maintenance,  having  once  been  approved 
by  the  Building  Inspector,  may  thereafter  be  permitted 
without  further  specific  approval. 

The  Building  Inspector  may  accept  duly  authenti- 
cated reports  from  recognized  sources  in  respect  to  the 
use  of  new  materials  or  methods  of  construction  and 
the  applicable  specifications  and  standards  of  accepted 
engineering  practice  insofar  as  they  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  this  code.  Recognized  sources  of  such 
duly  authenticated  reports  in  respect  to  the  use  of  new 
materials  or  methods  of  construction  shall  be  those 
h'sted  in  Appendix  A and  Appendix  B of  the  Basic 
Principles  of  Building  Construction  by  the  Board  of 
Standards,  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts.  New  materials  ahd  new 
methods  of  construction  as  referred  to  above  shall 
include  prefabricated  assemblies. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Footings  and  Foundations 

Section  1.  All  buildings  and  structures  shall  have 
foundation  walls,  piers,  piles,  continuous  slabs  or  other

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ARTICLE  X 

Lumber  or  Wood  Construction 
Sills 

Grades  and  Sizes 

Section  1.  All  lumber  and  timber  used  in  load  bear- 
ing members  shall  be  at  least  equal  in  quality  to  No.  2 
Common  and  of  nominal  sizes. 

Sills  shall  be  not  less  than  (3  x 6)  three  by  six 
inches  when  laid  flat  on  a solid  foundation  bearing ; for 
a boxed  sill,  not  less  than  the  size  of  the  floor  joists, 
and  over  openings  or  piers  shall  be  designed  for  their 
imposed  loads. 

Girders  or  Carrying  Timbers 

Girders  or  carrying  timbers  shall  be  not  less  than 
(6  x 8)  six  by  eight  inches  if  of  built-up  or  of  solid 
wood.  If  of  structural  steel  they  must  be  of  sufficient 
size  to  carry  all  live  and  dead  loads.  All  joints  shall  be 
made  over  piers  or  column  supports.  The  maximum 
clear  span  for  (6  x 8)  six  by  eight  wood  girders  shall 
be  eight  feet  for  one  story  dwellings  and  seven  feet  for 
one  and  one-half  story  dwellings.  The  maximum  clear 
span  for  structural  steel  girders  shall  be  determined 
from  tables  supplied  by  a competent  structural  or  civil 
engineer. 

Floor  Joists 

For  maximum  allowable  spans  for  floor  joists  in 
dwellings,  see  Table  1 in  the  Appendix. 

Where  floor  joists  frame  into  the  side  of  wood  gird- 
ers or  sills,  the  joists  shall  be  supported  on  metal  joist 
hangers  or  on  a bearing  or  spiking  strip  on  the  side 
of  girders.  Size  of  strip  shall  be  not  less  than  (2  x 3) 
two  by  three  inches.  The  joists  must  also  be  spiked 
to  the  girder. 
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Where  the  attic  space  above  ceiling  joists  is  unfin- 
ished, but  is  usable  for  storage  space,  or  if  the  space 
is  suitable  for  finishing  into  future  habitable  rooms,  the 
spans  for  ceiling  joists  shall  be  the  same  as  for  floor 
joists.  An  access  opening  not  less  than  18”  by  18” 
must  be  provided  for  every  unfinished  attic  space. 

Roof  Rafters 

The  clear  span  for  roof  rafters  shall  mean  the 
distance  measured  horizontally  from  plate  to  a point 
directly  beneath  the  ridge.  The  actual  rafter  length 
will  depend  on  the  roof  slope  and  must  be  determined 
accordingly. 

Spacing  and  spans  for  roof  rafters  on  slopes  less 
than  5 to  12  inches  shall  be  the  same  as  for  floor  joists. 

For  spacing  and  span  for  roof  rafters  for  all  roofs 
with  slopes  of  more  than  5 to  12  inches,  see  Appendix, 
Table  3. 

Collar  beams  must  be  used  on  every  second  rafter 
where  spans  exceed  those  in  above  table. 

All  openings  in  roof  construction  for  dormer  win- 
dows which  are  not  supported  on  partitions  shall  be 
framed  with  double  rafters  and  headers. 

Requirements  for  headers  and  trimmers  for  roof 
framing  around  chimneys  shall  be  the  same  as  required 
for  floors  except  that  for  a sloping  roof  where  headers 
are  less  than  four  feet  in  length  and  the  chimney  is 
cither  at  the  ridge  or  the  eaves,  the  trimmers  may 
be  single. 

All  roof  rafters  shall  bear  on  the  full  width  of  the 
plate. 
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Wood  or  other  fire  stops  must  be  installed  in  top 
and  bottom  of  all  partitions  in  stair  walls  of  two  fam- 
ily buildings. 

Permit  for  Lathing 

Sec.  4.  No  wall  or  ceiling  of  any  building  shall 
be  lathed  or  otherwise  covered,  until  the  Building  In- 
spector has  been  notified  in  writing  that  the  building 
is  ready  for  this  work,  and  until  he  has  given  written 
consent  for  said  work  to  continue.  The  Building  In- 
spector shall  act  on  such  notice  within  forty-eight 
hours  of  receipt  of  the  same,  not  including  Sundays 
and  Holidays. 

Attached  garages  shall  be  wire  lathed  and  plastered 
on  the  ceiling  and  on  all  walls  common  with  the 
main  building. 

Outside  Walls 

Sec.  5.  All  outside  walls  of  dwellings  must  be 
covered  with  one  or  more  of  the  following  materials : — 

Wood  shingles  or  siding,  exterior  plywood,  asbestos 
shingles  or  asbestos  cement  boards,  protected  combust- 
ible siding,  brick  masonry  or  stone  veneers,  vitreous 
tile,  metal  siding,  stucco  or  exterior  plaster,  or  other 
approved  weather  resisting  material  satisfactory  to  the 
Building  Inspector. 

ARTICLE  XI 

Fireproof,  Semifireproof  and  Heavy  Timber 
Construction 

Section  1.  The  application  for  a permit  to  build 
a building  of  other  than  ordinary  wood  frame  or  ma- 
sonry construction  must  be  accompanied  by  properly 
certified  engineering  data  in  regard  to  strength,  dur- 
ability of  materials  and  methods  of  construction  to  be 
used. 

If  the  Building  Inspector  after  careful  study  deter- 
mines that  the  materials  and  methods  of  construction 
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Floor  joists  shall  he  doubled  under  all  partitions 

which  run  parallel  to  the  floor  joists  and  at  all  stair 
and  fireplace  openings. 

All  stair  and  fireplace  openings  to  be  doubleheaded. 

Floor  and  flat  roof  joists  shall  be  cross-bridged  with 
one  line  of  bridging  for  every  eight  feet  of  span,  and 
with  not  less  than  1x3  wood,  or  approved  metal 
bridging,  or  may  be  solid  blocked  the  size  of  the  joists. 

Ends  of  floor  joists  framing  into  masonry  walls  shall 
have  not  less  than  a (4”)  four  inch  bearings  and 
shall  have  at  least  a 3”  bevel  or  fire  cut. 

Studding 

All  outside  wall  and  carrying  partitions  must  be  of 
. (2  x 4)  two  by  four  studding  set  on  (16)  sixteen 
inch  centers. 

Plates  on  all  outside  and  bearing  partitions  must  be 
doubled. 

All  door,  window  and  other  openings  must  have 
studs  doubled  on  the  jambs. 

Lintel  or  headers  over  all  openings  shall  be  doubled. 

Span  for  lintel  or  header  shall  not  exceed  the  fol- 
lowing for  size  given  : — 

two  (2”  x 4”) — not  more  than  4 feet 
two  (2”  x 6”) — not  more  than  5)4  feet 
two  (2”  x 8”) — not  more  than  7 feet 

span  of  (7)  seven  feet— not  less  than  two  (2”  x 
10”) 

Trussed  construction  may  be  used  in  place  of  lintel. 

Ceiling  Joists 

For  spans  and  spacings  of  ceiling  joists  see  Table  2 
in  Appendix. 
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Bracing 

Sec.  2.  Wood  wall  sheathing  when  laid  diagonally 
on  exterior  walls  shall  be  applied  at  approximately  45 
degrees  and  extend  in  opposite  directions  on  each  side 
adjoining  at  the  corner,  and  corner  bracing  will  not 
be  required. 

All  corner  posts  shall  be  the  equivalent  of  not  less 
than  three  (3)  two  by  four  (2  x 4)  inch  studs  braced 
by  not  less  than  one  (1)  one  by  four  (1x4)  inch 
diagonal  braces  cut  into  the  studs  or  by  equivalent 
construction  satisfactory  to  the  building  inspector. 

Studs  in  exterior  wood  frame  walls  may  run  from 
sill  to  roof  plate  provided  they  do  not  exceed  20  foot 
continuous  lengths  without  splicing. 

When  openings  occur  near  the  corners,  one  by  four 
(1x4)  inch  knee  braces  let  into  the  face  of  the  studs 
shall  be  installed  above  and  below  the  openings  at  ap- 
proximately 45  degrees  extending  across  not  less  than 
three  (3)  stud  spaces. 

Floor  joists  which  do  not  bear  on  a wall  or  plate 
shall  be  spiked  to  the  studs  and  be  supported  on  a one 
by  four  (1x4)  ribbon  let  into  the  inside  face  of  the 
studs  and  spiked  thereto. 

Joists  bearing  on  ledger  boards  shall  be  securely 
nailed  to  face  of  studs. 

Where  studs  exceed  20  feel  in  length  a double  plate 
shall  be  installed  continuous  at  the  second  floor  level. 

Fire  Stops

The  present  Building  Code  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  the  above  new  Building  Code  is  hereby 
adopted,  and  said  new  code  shall  go  into  effect  upon 
approval  by  the  Attorney  General.

A residence  building  for  a family  and  not  more  than 

six  lodgers  or  boarders,  or  occupied  by  not  more 

than  two  families  living  separately. 
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not  used  frequently  or  during  extended  periods. 
Height. 

In  feet,  is  the  vertical  distance  from  grade  to  the 
mean  or  average  height  of  the  roof  or  gable ; in 
stories,  does  not  include  cellars,  basements,  or  attics 
not  occupied  for  habitable  living  quarters. 

Multifamily  House. 

A multifamily  house  means  a building  occupied  as 
the  home  or  residence  of  individuals,  families  or 
households  living  independently  of  each  other,  of 
which  three  or  more  are  doing  cooking  within  their 
apartments ; including  tenement  house,  apartment 
p vjiouse,  flat. 

Outbuilding. 

Shed,  henhouse,  etc. 

Prefabricated. 

Prefabricated  means  composed  of  sections  or  panels 
fabricated  prior  to  erection  on  the  building  found- 
ation. 

Reinforced  Concrete. 

A uniformly  mixed  composition  of  screened  gravel, 
stone,  or  other  aggregate  with  sand,  Portland  cement 
and  water,  in  approved  proportions  and  reinforced 
with  embedded  steel  for  increased  strength. 

Repairs. 

Replacement  or  removal  of  any  part  of  a building 
or  change  therein  which  does  not  affect  the  con- 
struction or  involve  the  erection  of  bearing  or  ex- 
terior walls,  roof,  chimneys  or  stairways,  does  not 
remove  or  cut  any  supporting  beams  or  support 
thereof  and  does  not  violate  any  requirement  of  these 
building  laws. 
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Fire  Wall. 

Fire  wall  means  a wall  constructed  for  the  purpose 

of  subdividing  a building  or  separate  buildings  to 
restrict  the  spread  of  fire  and  this  wall  starts  at  the 
foundation  and  extends  continuously  through  all  the 
stories  to  and  above  the  roof,  except  where  the  roof 
-is  fireproof  or  semifireproof  and  the  wall  is  carried 
up  tightly  against  the  underside  of  the  roof  slab. 

Footing. 

|An  enlargement  at  the  lower  end  of  a wall,  pier, 
column,  or  chimney  so  arranged  as  to  distribute  the 
supported  load  to  the  earth. 

Foundation. 

That  portion  of  a wall  below  the  level  of  the  mean 
grade  next  to  the  wall,  but  may  be  construed  by  the 
Building  Inspector  to  mean  that  portion  below  the 
basement  or  cellar  floor,  and  may  be  construed  as 
including  slab  construction. 

Garage. 

An  accessory  building  in  which  motor  vehicles  are 
kept,  housed,  or  repaired.  The  term  motor  vehicle 
as  used  here  applies  to  automobiles,  trucks  and  buses, 
but  does  not  include  motorized  farm  machinery,  such 
as  tractors,  cultivators,  etc. 

Grade. 

The  average  level  of  that  part  of  the  ground  within 
four  feet  of  the  foundation  wall. 

Habitable  Room. 

A habitable  room  means  a room  occupied  by  one  or 
more  persons  for  living,  eating  or  sleeping,  and  in- 
cludes kitchens,  serving  apartments,  or  individual 
households,  but  does  not  include  bathrooms,  toilets, 
compartments,  laundries,  serving  and  storage  pan- 
tries,  corridors,  basement  and  other  spaces  that  are 
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Solid  Masonry. 

Solid  masonry  means  masonry  consisting  of  solid 
masonry  units  laid  contiguously  with  the  joints  be- 
tween units  filled  with  mortar,  or  consisting  of  plain 
concrete. 

Story  of  a Building. 

The  section  of  a building  between  the  floor  (or  top 
of  the  floor  beams)  and  the  floor  (or  top  of  the 
floor  or  roof  beams)  next  above.  A mezzanine  be- 
tween stories  shall  count  as  a story  when  it  exceeds 
25%  of  the  area  of  the  floor  immediately  below. 

Street. 

A street  as  the  term  is  used  in  these  building  laws 
shall  include  all  public  ways  and  all  private  ways 
commonly  used  by  the  public. 

Wall,  Veneered. 

A veneered  wall  means  a wall  having  masonry  facing 
which  is  attached  to  the  backing  but  not  so  bonded 
as  to  exert  common  action  under  load. 

Wood  Frame  Building. 

A building  or  structure,  the  exterior  walls  of  which 
are  constructed  of  wood,  or  wood  covered  with 
metal,  or  veneered  with  brick,  stone,  or  cement.- 

ARTICLE  V 

Classification  of  Construction 

Section  1.  Types  designated.  For  the  purpose  of 
this  code,  construction  as  used  in  buildings  shalljbe 
classified  as  follows : 

(a)  Fireproof  Construction 

(b)  Semifireproof  Construction 

(c)  Heavy  Timber  Construction 
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(d)  Ordinary  Construction 

(e)  Noncombustible  Construction 

(f)  Wood  Frame  Construction 

(g)  Unprotected  Metal  Construction 

Fireproof,  Semifireproof  and  Heavy 
Timber  Construction 

Sec  2.  Fireproof,  semifireproof  and  heavy  timber 
construction  shall  conform  to  generally  accepted  good 
practice. 

Ordinary  Construction 

Definition. 

Ordinary  construction,  as  applied  to  buildings,  means 
that  in  which  exterior  walls  and  bearing  walls  are  of 
masonry  or  of  reinforced  concrete,  and  in  which  the 
structural  members,  including  columns,  floors  and  roof 
construction,  are  wholly  or  partly  of  wood  of  smaller 
dimensions  than  required  for  heavy  timber  construc- 
tion, or  of  steel  or  iron  not  protected  as  required  for 
semifireproof  construction. 

Noncombustible  Construction 

Definition. 

Noncombustible  construction,  as  applied  to  buildings, 
means  that  in  which  all  structural  members,  including 
floors,  roofs  and  their  supports,  are  of  steel,  iron,  con- 
crete, or  of  other  noncombustible  materials,  and  in 
which  the  exterior  walls  are  of  noncombustible  con- 
struction having  a fire  resistance  rating  of  not  less 
than  two  hours. 
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Wood  Frame  Construction 

Definition. 

Wood  frame  construction,  as  applied  to  buildings, 
means  that  in  which  walls  and  interior  construction 
are  wholly  or  partly  of  wood. 

Unprotected  Metal  Construction 

Definition. 

Unprotected  metal  construction,  as  applied  to  build- 
ings, means  that  in  which  the  structural  supports  are 
unprotected  metal  and  in  which  floors  and  roofs  are  of 
noncombustible  construction,  and  the  exterior  walls 
are  of  noncombustible  construction  having  a fire  re- 
sistance rating  of  not  less  than  2 hours. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Windows  and  Ventilation 

Section  1.  All  habitable  rooms  shall  have  one  or 
more  outside  windows,  and  the  aggregate  glass  area 
shall  not  be  less  than  4%  of  the  floor  area  of  the 
room  served  by  them. 

NOTE:  See  definition  of  Habitable  Room  on  Page 
8 under  the  heading  of  definitions. 

Sec.  2.  All  rooms,  other  than  habitable  rooms,  (ex- 
cept storage  rooms,  corridors,  basement  and  other 
spaces  not  used  frequently  or  for  extended  periods), 
shall  be  provided  with  one  or  more  windows  or  vent- 
ilating skylights  opening  directly  to  the  outside  air 
and  light,  or  such  rooms  shall  be  provided  with  an 
approved  means  of  mechanical  ventilation. 

Bathrooms  and  toilets  shall  have  an  outside  window 
of  not  less  than  three  square  feet  of  glass  area,  or  shall 
b»  provided  with  an  approved  means  of  mechanical 
ventilation.  M 
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Sec.  3.  Every  dwelling  shall  have  at  least  two 
means  of  egress. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Use  of  New  Materials  and 
New  Methods  of  Construction 

Section  1.  New  materials,  methods  of  construction, 
devices  and  equipment  may  be  approved  by  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  for  use  in  buildings,  if  they  are  proved 
to  be  the  equivalent  of  those  required  by  this  code,  or 
he  may  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of 
Standards  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Safety, 

An  equivalent  material,  appliance,  method  of  con- 
struction or  maintenance,  having  once  been  approved 
by  the  Building  Inspector,  may  thereafter  be  permitted 
without  further  specific  approval. 

The  Building  Inspector  may  accept  duly  authenti- 
cated reports  from  recognized  sources  in  respect  to  the 
use  of  new  materials  or  methods  of  construction  and 
the  applicable  specifications  and  standards  of  accepted 
engineering  practice  insofar  as  they  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  this  code.  Recognized  sources  of  such 
duly  authenticated  reports  in  respect  to  the  use  of  new 
materials  or  methods  of  construction  shall  be  those 
listed  in  Appendix  A and  Appendix  B of  the  Basic 
Principles  of  Building  Construction  by  the  Board  of 
Standards,  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts.  New  materials  and  new 
methods  of  construction  as  referred  to  above  shall 
include  prefabricated  assemblies. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Footings  and  Foundations 

Section  1.  All  buildings  and  structures  shall  have 
foundation  walls,  piers,  piles,  continuous  slabs  or  other

(e)  Under  chimneys  for  one  story  buildings  ; thick- 
ness (8)  eight  inches,  projection  on  all  sides  (4) 
four  inches. 

m Under  chimneys  for  buildings  of  more  than  one 
story;  thickness  (12)  twelve  inches;  projection 
on  all  sides  (6)  six  inches. 

All  footings  shall  be  adequately  reinforced  where 
they  cross  and  bear  on  filled  trenches  or  other  similar 
disturbed  soil  conditions.  Modification  of  footing  re- 
quirements may  be  made  if  approved  by  the  Building 
Inspector. 

Foundation  Walls 

Sec  2.  All  dwellings  must  have  a foundation  wall 
which  extends  (42)  forty-two  inches  below  the  fin- 
ished grade.  Foundation  walls  if  of  poured  concrete 
shall  be  not  less  than  (16)  sixteen  inches  in  thickness 
for  fireproof,  semifireproof,  and  heavy  timber  build- 
ings, and  not  less  than  (12)  twelve  inches  for  masonry 
or  masonry  veneered  buildings,  and  not  less  than  (8) 
eight  inches  in  thickness  for  ordinary,  or  wood  frame 
buildings,  not  exceeding  two  stories,  and  also  for  one 
story  masonry  buildings. 

Foundation  walls  if  of  stone  shall  be  not  less  than 
(16)  sixteen  inches  in  thickness. 

Hollow,  or  Solid  Masonry,  and  Plain  Concrete 
When  not  more  than  (6)  six  feet  deep,  masonry 
walls  shall  be  not  less  than  (8)  eight  inches  thick; 
and  when  more  than  (6)  six  feet  below  grade,  nof 
less  than  (12)  twelve  inches  thick.  Foundation  walls 
of  approved  hollow  masonry  units  shall  be  provided 
with  not  less  than  (4)  four  inches  of  solid  masonry  at 
girder  bearings,  or  shall  be  strengthened  with  butt- 
resses. 

In  no  case  shall  the  foundation  wall  be  less  in  thick- 
ness than  the  wall  supported. 
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approved  foundations  which  shall  be  designer!  to  resist 

frost  action  or  shall  be  founded  on  bed  rock.  All  foot- 
ings shall  be  designed  to  distribute  the  load  as  nearly 
uniformly  as  practicable. 

Satisfactory  bearing  material  for  footings  and  found- 
ations are  as  follows, — 

Undisturbed  ledge  rock,  natural  deposits  of  coarse 
or  medium  sand,  gravel  or  dry  clay,  or  a combination 
of  such  materials,  if  the  layers  below  are  not  of  ob- 
jectionable  material  of  little  bearing  value. 

All  foundation  walls  shall  have  a footing  which  shall 
belr  on  “"disturbed  soil  and  be  designed  to  distribute 
sufficiently  the  super-imposed  load  to  the  particular 
type  of  soil  upon  which  they  bear.  Where  soil  condi- 
tions prevent  sharp  cut  trenches  for  footings,  side 
forms  shall  be  used.  All  footings  shall  be  of  poured 
Portland  cement  concrete  of  1-3-5  (one-three-five) 
mixture,  or  better. 

(a)  Under  all  foundation  walls  of  all  wood  frame 
buildings  not  exceeding  two  stories,  and  also 
one  story  masonry  buildings;  thickness  (8) 
eight  inches;  projection  (4)  four  inches  on  each 
side  of  the  wall. 

(b)  Under  foundation  walls  of  masonry  buildings 
more  than  one  story  in  height;  thickness  (12) 
twelve  inches ; projection  (6)  six  inches  on  each 
side  of  the  wall,  or  the  footing  may  be  the  same 
as  required  in  paragraph  (a)  above,  if  reinforced 
with  not  less  than  two  % inch  bars  continuous 
in  footing  and  spaced  not  to  exceed  (8)  eieht 
inches. 

Under  masonry  piers;  thickness  (12)  twelve 
inches,  projection  each  side  (6)  six  inches  min- 
imum, area  four  square  feet. 

Under  posts  and  columns;  thickness  (12)  twelve 
inches  minimum,  area  four  square  feet.

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Foundation  walls  supporting  wood  frame  construc- 
tion shall  extend  not  less  than  (8)  eight  inches  above 
the  outside  finished  grade. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Chimneys  and  Chimney  Flues 

Section  1.  No  chimney  flues  shall  be  less  than  64 
square  inches  in  area  for  heating  plants,  nor  less  than 
96  square  inches  for  fireplaces.  Circular  flues  of  same 
effective  area  may  be  used. 

All  chimney  flues  shall  have  walls  of  brick,  stone, 
or  solid  cast  concrete,  or  concrete  blocks  not  less  than 
(4)  four  inches  in  thickness  and  shall  be  lined  through- 
out with  fireclay  linings  or  (8)  eight  inch  walls  plas- 
tered inside  and  outside  in  place  of  flue  linings.  All 
chimneys  must  have  concrete  foundations  not  less  than 
(8)  eight  inches  in  thickness.  Chimneys  of  other  than 
masonry  construction  shall  not  be  constructed  except 
by  special  written  permission  of  the  Building  Inspector. 
Every  chimney  shall  be  equipped  with  a cleanout  door 
near  the  base  of  the  chimney. 

Not  more  than  two  flues  (2)  shall  be  enclosed  in  a 
single  chimney  unless  separated  by  not  less  than  (4) 
four  inches  of  masonry  or  reinforced  concrete  bonded 
into  the  chimney  walls.  When  not  so  separated  the  bed 
joints  of  the  flue  linings  shall  be  staggered  not  less 
than  (7)  seven  inches. 

■ Chimneys  shall  be  capped  with  concrete,  terra  cotta 
tile  or  other  approved  incombustible  and  weatherproof 
materials. 

All  wood  floor  and  roof  framings  and  all  other  com- 
bustible material  must  be  kept  at  least  two  inches  away 
from  the  chimney  and  fireplace  masonry.  In  no  case 
shall  wood  framing  members  bear  on  the  masonry  of 
chimneys  except  on  piers  which  are  built  integral  with 
the  chimney  masonry.  Spaces  between  chimney  and 
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framing  material  must  be  fire-stopped  by  filling  with- 
non-combustible  material. 

ARTICLE  X 

Lumber  or  Wood  Construction 
Sills 

Grades  and  Sizes 

y Section  1.  All  lumber  and  timber  used  in  load  bear- 
ing members  shall  be  at  least  equal  in  quality  to  No.  2 
Common  and  of  nominal  sizes. 

Sills  shall  be  not  less  than  (3x6)  three  by  six 
inches  when  laid  flat  on  a solid  foundation  bearing ; for  < 
a boxed  sill,  not  less  than  the  size  of  the  floor  joists, 
and  over  openings  or  piers  shall  be  designed  for  their 
imposed  loads. 

Girders  or  Carrying  Timbers 

Girders  or  carrying  timbers  shall  be  not  less  than 
(6  x 8)  six  by  eight  inches  if  of  built-up  or  of  solid 
wood.  If  of  structural  steel  they  must  be  of  sufficient 
size  to  carry  all  live  and  dead  loads.  All  joints  shall  be 
made  over  piers  or  column  supports.  The  maximum 
clear  span  for  (6  x 8)  six  by  eight  wood  girders  shall 
be  eight  feet  for  one  story  dwellings  and  seven  feet  for 
one  and  one-half  story  dwellings.  The  maximum  clear 
span  for  structural  steel  girders  shall  be  determined 
from  tables  supplied  by  a competent  structural  or  civil 
engineer. 

Floor  Joists 

For  maximum  allowable  spans  for  floor  joists  in 
dwellings,  see  Table  1 in  the  Appendix. 

Where  floor  joists  frame  into  the  side  of  wood  gird- 
ers or  sills,  the  joists  shall  be  supported  on  metal  joist 
hangers  or  on  a bearing  or  spiking  strip  on  the  side 
of  girders.  Size  of  strip  shall  be  (2  x 3)  two  by  three 
inches.  The  joists  must  also  be  spiked  to  the  girder. 


trioor  joists  shall  be  doubled  under  all  partitions 
which  run  parallel  to  the  floor  joists  and  at  all  stair 
and  fireplace  openings. 

All  stair  and  fireplace  openings  to  be  doubleheaded. 

Floor  and  flat  roof  joists  shall  be  cross-bridged  with 
one  line  of  bridging  for  every  eight  feet  of  span,  and 
with  not  less  than  1x3  wood,  or  approved  metal 
bridging,  or  may  be  solid  blocked  the  size  of  the  joists. 

Ends  of  floor  joists  framing  into  masonry  walls  shall 
have  not  less  than  a (4”)  four  inch  bearings  and 
shall  have  at  least  a 3”  bevel  or  fire  cut. 

Studding 

All  outside  wall  and  carrying  partitions  must  be  of 
(2  x 4)  two  by  four  studding  set  on  (16)  sixteen 
Snch  centers,  or  the  equivalent  of  the  same. 

Plates  on  all  outside  and  bearing  partitions  must  be 
doubled. 

All  door,  window  and  other  openings  must  have 
studs  doubled  on  the  jambs. 

Lintel  or  headers  over  all  openings  shall  be  doubled. 

Span  for  lintel  or  header  shall  not  exceed  the  fol- 
lowing for  size  given  : — 

two  (2”  x 4”) — not  more  than  4 feet 
two  (2”  x 6”) — not  more  than  5)4  feet 
two  (2”  x 8”) — not  more  than  7 feet 
span  of  (7)  seven  feet — not  less  than  two  (2”  x 
10”) 

Trussed  construction  may  be  used  in  place  of  lintels, 
Or  other  approved  construction  affording  adequate 
strength.

For  spans  and  spacings  of  ceiling  joists  see  Table  2 
in  Appendix.

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Where  the  attic  space  above  ceiling  joists  is  unfin

No  wall  or  ceiling  of  any  building  shall 
be  lathed  or  otherwise  covered,  until  the  Building  In- 
spector has  been  notified  in  writing  that  the  building 
is  ready  for  this  work,  and  until  he  has  given  written 
consent  for  said  work  to  continue.  The  Building  In- 
spector shall  act  on  such  notice  within  forty-eight 
hours  of  receipt  of  the  same,  not  including  Sundays 
and  Holidays. 

Attached  garages  shall  be  wire  lathed  and  plastered 
on  the  ceiling  and  on  all  walls  common  with  the 
main  building. 

Basement  and  internal  garages  shall  be  wire  lathed

P Sec.  5.  All  outside  walls  of  dwellings  must  be 
covered  with  one  or  more  of  the  following  materials :

ARTICLE  XI 

Fireproof,  Seinifireproof  and  Heavy  Timber

fjfSection  1.  The  application  for  a permit  to  buill 
a .building  of  other  than  ordinary  wood  frame  or  ma- 
sonry construction  must  be  accompanied  by  properly 
certified  engineering  data  in  regard  to  strength,  dur- 
ability of  materials  and  methods  of  construction  to  be 
used. 

If  the  Building  Inspector  after  careful  study  deter- 
mines that  the  materials  and  methods  of  construction

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shall  be  installed  above  and  below  the  openings  at  ap- 
proximately 45  degrees  extending  across  not  less  than 
three  (3)  stud  spaces. 

Floor  joists  which  do  not  bear  on  a wall  or  plate 
shall  be  spiked  to  the  studs  and  be  supported  on  a one 
by  four  (1  x 4)  ribbon  let  into  the  inside  face  of  the 
studs  and  spiked  thereto. 

Joists  bearing  on  ledger  boards  shall  be  securely 
nailed  to  face  of  studs. 

Where  studs  exceed  20  feet  in  length  a double  plate 
shall  be  installed  continuous  at  the  second  floor  level. 

Fire  Stops 

Sec.  3.  Wood  or  other  fire  stops  must  be  installed 
between  each  story  of  all  single  residences. 

Wood  or  other  fire  stops  must  be  installed  in  all 
stairs  between  stringers. 

Masonry  fireproofing  must  be  installed  in  all  walls 
I of  stairways  in  apartment  buildings. 

Wood  or  other  fire  stops  must  be  installed  in  top 
and  bottom  cf  all  partitions  in  stair  walls  of  two  fam- 
ily buildings.

a permit  for  the  construction  of  said  building. 

Sec.  2.  The  Building  Inspector  may  at  his  discre- 
tion make  exceptions  in  the  case  of  outbuildings  and 
accessory  buildings. 

| ARTICLE  XII 

Section  1.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provi- 
sion of  this  Building  Code  shall  not  invalidate  other 
sections  or  provisions  of  said  code. 

Substitution  for  the  Present  Building  Code 

Sec.  2.  This  Building  Code  shall  be  considered  a 
substitution  for  the  present  Building  Code  of  the  Town 
of  Chelmsford.  The  present  Building  Code  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  the  above  new  Building  Code  is  hereby 
adopted,  and  said  new  code  shall  go  into  effect  upon 
'approval  by  the  Attorney  General.

At  the  March  10,  1952  Town  Meeting,  a motion  was  made  and  voted  to 
appoint  a Committee  fo.r  the  purpose  of  making  preliminary  preparations  for  the  obser- 
. vance  of  the  300th  Anniversary  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Town  of  Chelmsford. 

In  accordance  with  this  vote  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  January  19, 
1953  notified  the  following  of  their  appointment  to  this  Committee:

This  report  is  rendered  in  the  spirit  of  this  interpretation. 

Your  Committee  investigated  sever?''  communities  and  met  with  repre- 
sentatives charged  with  the  responsibility  of  conducting  celebrations  to  determine  costs, 
scope  of  their  programs  and  organizational  procedure. 

When  we  felt  we  had  sufficient  data  we  sent  invitations  to  every  lcnowr 
religious,  fraternal,  educational,  civic  and  service  organization  in  the  Town  of  Chelms- 
ford inviting  them  to  send  representatives  to  meet  with  this  Committee  on  May  20,  19 >3  at 
George  Memorial  Hall,  Chelmsford,  Mass.  - Forty-two  different  groups  were  invited. 

The  Committee  was  pleased  with  the  response  to  these  invitations  as 
there  were  thirty-one  people  at  the  meeting  and  some  represented  more  than  one  organization. 

The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was: 

1.  To  present  ? resume  of  the  findings  of  the  Preliminary  Plan- 
ning Committee. 

To  give  opportunity  to  discuss  these  findings. 

To  discuss  the  feasibility  of  holding  a Tercentenary  Celebra- 
tion in  1955. 

To  receive  suggestions  pertaining  to  possible  features  which 
might  be  part  of  the  1955  Celebration. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  representatives  of  these  organizations  f or 
their  interest  and  recommendations.  Those  present  indicated  that  a Celebration  in  1955 
was  desired.  However,  so  that  we  might  have  a broader  base  of  public  opinion,  we  asked 
the  representatives  to  each  present  to  their  organization  at  their  first  Fall  meeting  the 
facts  of  our  meeting  and  have  a vote  taken  to  indicate  their  particular  organization’s 
desire  regarding  a.  Tercentenary  Celebration. 

Again  on  November  19/  3953  a meeting  was  called  at  George  Memorial 
Hall  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a cross  section  of  the  voting  by  the  various  Organizations 
at  their  Fall  meeting. 

Combined  personal  reports  of  the  representatives  and  replies  to  ques- 
tionnaires resulted  in  a unanimous  opinion  that  a.  Tercentenary  Celebration  should  be  held. 

In  regard  to  the  scope  of  the  Celebration  we  have  found  the  general 
consensus  of  opinion,  to  favor  a three  to  four  day  program  to  be  held  in  June  I?55»  The 
quality  of  the  program  should  be  extensive  enough  to  command  pride  in  its  observance  - in 
other  words,  the  opinion  seems  to  be  if  we  cannot  put  on  a good  Celebration  let  us  not  put 
1 ore  on  at  all. 

A program  of  this  nature  would  feature  religious  services,  national 
speakers,  sporting  event,  firemen’s  muster,  school  band  competition,  historic  tours, 

'planned  evening  entertainment,  etc.  It  would  require  an  expenditure  of  £12,000.  These 
figures  have  been  obtained  from  other  communities  whose  programs  were  entensive  and  well 
executed. 

In  accordance  with  the  General  Laws  appropriations  for  this  purpose 
may  be  made  two  years  prior  to  the  Celebration.  This  permits  the  spreading  of  the  cost 
over  a two  year  basis'. 

We  have  also  found  through  questionaires  a desire  on  the  part  of  the 
! various  organizations  to  sponsor  various  projects  which  would  help  financially  in  defray- 
ing the  cost.  Of  course  the  extent  of  this  financial  assistance  cannot  be  determined  at 
this  time. 

We  have  tried  to  conduct  our  meetings  and  to  obtain  a consensus  of 
.opinion  in  an  unbiased  objective  manner  feeling  this  Committee  is  merely  a reporting 
Committee. 

As  such  we  report  it  seems  to  be  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  various 
that  a Tercentenary  Celebration  should  be  held  and  Articles  20  and  21  be

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3. PERSONNEL  BOARD: 


This  plan  shall  be  administered  by  a Personnel  Board,  consisting  of  three  members, 
two  of -whom  shall  be  known  as  public  members,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

In  the  beginning,  one  of  these  shall  be  appointed  for  a term  of  one  year,  and  the  second 
shall  be  appointed  for  a term  of  two  years.  Thereafter,  each  public  member  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  two  years.  The  third  member,  to  be  known  as  the  Personnel  member,  shall  be 
biennially  elected  by  the  body  of  town  employees,  who  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  thi 
by-law.  The  Personnel  member  shall  be  elected  in  such  manner  as  the  employees  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  determine,  subject  only  to  the  provision  that  the  el- 
ection shall  be  secret,  and  be  supervised  by  a board  of  three  election  officers  appointed 
by  the  Moderator,  and  to  the  provision  that  the  election  take  place  each  two  years  at  a 
time  previous  to  the  anniversary  of  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law. 

No  member  of  the  Personnel  Board  may  be  an  employee  of  the  Town  nor  hold  Town  Office, 
whether  appointed  or  elected. 

Members  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  meet  regularly  as  necessary  to  consider  such  business  as 
may  be  presented  by  Town  Officials,  Town  employees,  or  others. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Personnel  Board,  action  by  a majority  of  those  Board  Members 
present  shall  be  binding.  At  least  two  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  present  in  order  to 
constitute  a legal  meeting. 

The  Personnel  Board  may  from  time  to  time  make  and  issue  regulations  consistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Plan  and  necessary  for  its  administration. 


s 


U. SCOPE  OF  THE  FLAN  AND  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD: 

This  plan  shall  contain  job  titles  and  minimum  and  maximum  wage  or  salary  brackets 
for  all  regular  Town  jobs  except: 

a.  Those  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  School  Committee — provided  that  this 
Plan  may  include  school  jobs  to  the  extent  requested  by  the  School  Committee. 

b.  Those  filled  by  popular  election.  (The  Personnel  Board  shall,  if  requested  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  make  recommendations  prior  to  the  annual  Town  Meeting  relative  to  sal- 
aries for  elective  positions.) 

c.  The  enployees  of  the  Welfare  Department,  provided,  however,  that  all  other  pro- 
visions of  the  By-law  except  wages  and  salaries  shall  be  effective. 

Each  Board,  Commission,  Committee,  Town  Official,  or  other  Town  authority  having  any 
Town  employee  under  its  direction  and  control  (Herinafter  sometimes  collectively  referred 
to  as  the  appointing  authority)  shall  be  responsible  for  having  the  wages  and  salaries 
for  Town  Enployees  under  its  jurisdiction  fixed  in  accordance  with,  and  only  in  accordance 
with,  the  rates  set  forth  in  this  Plan.  The  provisions  of  this  plan  and  regulations  of  the 
Personnel  Board  shall  be  binding  on  all  Town  officials  and  enployees,  except  as  otherwise 
noted  and  all  questions  of  doubt  or  dispute  relative  to  interpretation  shall  be  settled 
by  the  Personnel  Board. 

The  Board  shall  have  conclusive  authority  to  decide  all  questions  relating  to  the 
application  of  this  by-law,  and  the  pay  scales  and  classifications  of  positions  incorpor- 
ated in  it,  and  the  Board  may  make  regulations  not  inconsistent  herewith  as  it  deems  nec- 
essary for  the  administration  of  this  By-law. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  prepare  and  maintain  a file  of  summary  descriptions  for 
all  jobs  in  this  Plan. 

d.  The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  by-law,  or  application  thereof,  shall  not 
be  construed  to  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  application  of  such  provisions  or  the 
other  provisions  of  this  by-law. 


b.EECORDS: 

A central  Personnel  file  for  all  enployees  subject  to  this  Plan  shall  be  established 
in  the  office  of  the  Town  Accountant.  The  files  shall  be  maintained  be  the  Town  Account- 
ant or  other  person  designated  by  the  Personnel  Board.  They  shall  contain  vital  statis- 
tics, records  of  wages  or  salaries  and  of  changes  in  wages  and  salaries  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Personnel  Board  for  its  efficient  operation. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  keep  records  of  its  meetings  or  other  proceedings,  suffi- 
cient to  ensure  continuity  in  its  operations  from  year  to  year*  These  records  shall  be 
kept,  for  the  convenience  of  the  Personnel  Board,  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

6 .CLASSIFICATION  OF  PRESENT  TOWN  EMPLOYEES: 

Each  person  who  is  an  employee  of  the  Town  at  the  time  this  Plan  is  effective  shall 
be  classified  in  accordance  with  this  Plan  and  shall  have  his  wage  of  salary  established 
in  the  following  manner,  each  such  determination  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Personnel  Board. 

a.  Each  appointing  authority  shall  review  the  status  of  all  its  enployees  and  assign 
each  individually  to  the  job  classification  most  nearly  corresponding  to  his  duties  and 
responsibilities* 

b.  If  the  wage  or  salary  of  any  individual  as  of  March  15,  19 Sh  is  higher  than  the 
maximum  of  the  rate  range  assigned  to  his  particular  job,  then  this  rate  shall  be  consid- 
ered to  be  a ••personal”  rate.  He  shall  continue  to  be  paid  at  this  personal  rate  so  long 
as  he  holds  that  job— unless  there  should  be  a general  revision  of  the  wages  and  salary 
schedules. 

c.  If  on  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law  the  wage  or  salary  of  an  individual  em- 

ployee is  lower  than,  or  falls  within,  the  rate  range  for  his  job,  then  the  individual 
will  be  assigned  a specific  rate  as  follows:  The  date  of  entry  on  the  particular  job  in 

question  will  be  determined  and  hence  the  length  of  time  the  employee  has  spent  in  the  f 
job  up  to  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  this  Plan  becomes  effective.  The 
number  of  full  years  spent  in  that  job  as  thus  computed  will  then  be  used  to  choose  the 
step  rate  applicable.  This  rate,  if  higher  than  the  old  rate,  will  be  the  employee^ 

new  rate.  (This  provision  shall  not,  however,  operate  to  reduce  the  wage  or  salary  of 
any  employee  below  the  level  of  March  15,  195U. ) If  the  old  rate  is  higher  than  the  in- 
dicated new  rate,  the  old  rate  shall  become  a "personal”  rate  to  be  in  effect  only  for 
the  length  of  time  the  employee  is  in  the  same  job  and  only  until  his  old  rate  is  ex- 
ceeded in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  Plan. 


d.  If  the  operation  of  this  section  appears  to  result  in  unfairness  to  any  person, 
the  appointing  authority  may  request  an  adjustment.  Such  adjustment  may  be  made  with- 
in the  rate  range  for  the  job  if  approved  by  the  Personnel  Board. 

7. CLASSIFICATION  OF  NEW  EMPLOYEES : 

The  wage  or  salaiy  of  ary  individual  hired  by  the  Town  or  transferred  from  one  job 
to  another  shall  ordinarily  be  set  at  the  minimum  for  the  job  for  which  he  is  hired  or 
to  which  he  is  transferred.  The  appointment  of  such  persons  at  the  minimum  rate  shall 
routinely  be  reported  to  the  Personnel  Board  by  the  appointing  authority  concerned.  In 
special  cases  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  appointing  authority  and  with  the  prior 
approval  of  the  Personnel  Board,  such  person  may  enter  a new  job  at  a rate  higher  than 
the  minimum  but  not  in  excess  of  the  maximum. 

8. INCREASES  WITHIN  THE  RATE  RANGES: 

The  normal  period  of  service  in  a particular  job  required  for  advancement  from  the 
minimum  rate  to  the  maximum  rate  shall  be  as  provided  in  this  Plan.  The  successive 
steps  for  advancing  from  the  minimum  to  the  maximum  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  this  Plan. 
In  granting  annual  step  increase  as  provided  by  this  Plan,  the  written  recommendation  of 
the  appointing  authority  and  the  approval  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  be  required,  A 
person  who  for  any  reason  does  not  receive  the  required  recommendation  and  approval 
shall  remain  at  the  rate  in  effect  during  the  previous  calendar  year.  In  any  case  in- 
volving a fraction  of  a calendar  year— as  with  new  or  transferred  employee— the  Person- 
nel Board  shall  approve  an  increase  at  the  end  of  the  first  calendar  year  only  upon  ev- 
idence that  the  individual  has  rendered  outstanding  service  meriting  this  special  con- 
sideration. 

If  any  employee  feels  that  his  appointing  authority  has  without  adequate  reason 
withheld  the  recommendation  that  could  result  in  his  receiving  an  annual  increase  as 
provided  by  the  schedule,  he  may  appeal  to  the  Personnel  Board.  The  Board  shall  hear 
all  parties  to  the  dispute,  make  such  additional  investigations  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary, and  its  decision  shall  be  final  as  to  whether  or  not  the  increase  shall  be  granted. 

If  an  appointing  authority  shall  consider  that  the  Personnel  Board  has  without 
adequate  reason  refused  to  approve  any  recommended  increase,  appeal  may  be  had  to  the 
Town  for  final  decision  by  the  insertion  of  a special  article  covering  the  case  in  the 
Warrant  for  any  Town  Meeting. 
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9. PERIODIC  REVIEW  OF  CLASSIFICATION  PLAN: 

It  shall  be  a responsibility  of  the  Personnel  Board  to  review  job  classifications 
and  rates  of  pay  at  reasonable  intervals.  Rates  of  pay  shall  be  reviewed  at  least 
every  two  years. 

If  at  any  time  the  Personnel  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  changes  in  this  Plan  are 
desirable  it  shall  be  responsible  for  taking  the  necessary  action  to  put  the  changes 
into  effect— all  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  governing  amendment  of  this  Plan. 


10.  REVIEW  OF  WAGE  AND  SALARY  RATES  AND  USE  OF  COST  OF  LIVING  INDEXES: 

Whenever  the  Personnel  Board  reviews  the  wage  and  salary  provisions  of  this  Plan, 
it  shall  take  into  account  and  give  such  weight  as  it  may  deem  desirable  to  the  following: 

a.  Rates  of  pay  for  like  positions  in  other  Massachusetts  towns  considered  by  the 
Personnel  Board  to  be  comparable  to  Chelmsford. 

b.  Rates  of  pay  for  like  jobs  (if  any)  in  comnercial  and  business  establishments 
in  area  of  Chelmsford  and  vicinity. 

c.  The  current  level  of  the  following  cost-of-living  indexes: 

1.  Retail  Price  Index — published  by  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industries, 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

2.  Consumers  Price  Index— published  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor. 

11.  AMENDMENTS  TO  OR  CHANGES  IN  THE  CLASSIFICATION  PLAN: 

The  Personnel  Board  tentatively  may  add  new  job  titles  and  descriptions  to  this 
Plan,  establishing  minimum  and  maximum  wage  or  salary  brackets  for  the  same,  and  re- 
classifying existing  jobs,  revising  the  description  and  the  minimum  and  maximum  wage  or 
salary  brackets  therefor,  any  such  addition  or  reclassification  to  be  effective  only 
for  the  period  from  the  date  of  such  action  by  the  Personnel  Board  to  the  date  of  any 
vote  with  respect  thereto  adopted  at  a subsequent  Town  Meeting  but  in  no  case  later 
\ than  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  unless  such  later  date  as  may  be  specified  by  such 
vote.  Any  increase  in  wages  or  salaries  under  this  section  shall  be  effective  only  if 
funds  are  available  for  the  purpose. 

Recommendations  for  changes  in  wage  and  salary  rates  and  classifications  for  the 
following  year  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Finance  Committee  not  later  than  Decem- 
| ber  2lst  of  each  year. 


12. GRIEVANCE  PROCEDURE: 

If  any  employee  feels  agrieved  by  the  operation  of  any  provision  of  this  Plan  he 
shall  first  discuss  the  matter  with  his  immediate  supervisor.  If  a conference  between 
the  employee  and  his  immediate  supervisor  fails  to  clear  up  any  question  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  employee,  he  may  refer  the  matter  in  writing  to  the  appointing  authority. 
If  two  weeks  have  elapsed  since  the  submission  of  the  matter  in  writing  to  the  appoint- 
ing authority  and  the  dispute  is  still  unresolved,  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Board.  This  Board  shall  take  the  question  under  advisement,  collecting  such 
facts  relating  thereto  as  it  may  deem  helpful,  and  it  may,  in  its  discretion,  hold  pri- 
vate or  public  hearings  with  respect  to  such  question.  Not  later  than  thirty  days  af- 
ter receipt  of  written  submission  of  the  matter  to  it,  the  Personnel  Board  shall  render 
its  decision  and  hereafter  take  promptly  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  and  authorized 
hereunder  relative  to  the  dispute. 
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13. TEMPORARY-PART-TIME— IRREGULAR  EMPLOYMENT: 

Any  employee  regularly  employed  by  one  appointing  authority  shall  be  paid  his  regular 
rate  of  compensation  during  periods'  for  which  he  is  temporarily  assigned  to  work  under  a 
different  appointing  authority. 

Any  employee  who  regularly  works  partly  for  one  appointing  authority  and  partly  for 
another  appointing  authority,  all  on  a regular  schedule,  may,  if  the  circumstances  warrant, 
receive  different  rates  of  compensation  for  such  work. 

The  compensation  of  any  employee  working  on  a part-time  or  other  irregular  basis  shall 
be  set  or  adjusted  accordingly. 

Compensation  shall  be  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  only  after  recommen- 
dations therefor  by  the  appointing  authorities  have  been  approved  by  the  Personnel  Board. 


li*. VACATIONS : 


All  permanent  employees  of  the  Town  shall  be  allowed  vacations  with  pay;  the  time  for 
taking  them  shall  be  determined  by  the  head  of  the  department  in  which  employed;  employees 
of  one  or  more  years  standing  on  July  1st  of  each  year,  shall  be  entitled  to  two  weeks 
vacation.  Employees  of  less  than  one  year  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  a vacation  equal 
to  one  day  per  month  of  employment,  figured  as  of  July  1st,  with  a maximum  of  two  weeks. 
Vacations  shall  not  accumulate  from  year  to  year,  except  with  written  approval  of  the  Per- 
sonnel Board, 


15.LEGAL- HOLIDAYS: 

The  Legal  Holidays  to  which  full  time  employees  are  entitled  with  pay  are  January  1, 
February  22,  April  19,  May  30,  July  1*,  Labor  Day,  October  12,  November  11,  Thanksgiving, 
and  December  25. 

10. SICK  LEAVE  BY-LAW: 

"All  permanent  employees  of  the  Town  are  allowed  leave  with  pay  on  account  of  illness 
or  injury  from  causes  other  than  in  the  line  of  duty  for  10  days  in  any  year  exclusive  of 
Sundays,  or  Holidays,  This  sick  leave  is  accumulative  but  not  beyond  a period  of  three 
years  or  thirty  days  exclusive  of  Sundays  or  Holidays.  All  employees  who  are  absent  be- 
cause of  sickness  for  a period  excesding  three  days  shall  present  a Doctor’s  certificate 
to  their  Department  Head  on  return  for  payment  of  sick  leave." 

(note:  The  above  sick  leave  by-law  adopted  July  31,  1950) 

17 .LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE: 

a.  Leaves  of  absence  may  be  granted  by  the  appropriate  department  head  but  shall  be 
without  compensation. 

b.  Any  employee  who  is  called  for  temporary  military  duty  may  be  granted  a leave  of 
absence. - 


18.  JURY  DUTY: 

A Full  time  employee  called  for  jury  duty,  or  to  testify  as  a witness  in  behalf  of 
the  Town,  during  a time  he  would  otherwise  be  working  for  the  Town  shall  be  paid  an  amount 
equal  to  the  difference  between  the  monies  received  from  the  Court,  other  than  travel  al- 
lowances, and  the  pay  he  would  have  received  from  the  Town, 

19.  HOURS  OF  WORK  shall  be  as  follows: 

I.  For  the  Town  Accountant  and  those  occupying  full  time  positions  designated  as 
"Clerical"  37^-  hours  a week. 

II.  For  those  occupying  full  time  positions  designated  "Mechanical  and  Construction 
Occupations",  Conservation  and  Cemeteries,  Custodian  and  Health,  1*0  hours  per  week. 

III.  For  those  occupying  positions  designated  "Public  Safety  Occupations"  and  within 
the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  1*8  hours  per  week. 

IV.  Overtime  work  for  those  beyond  these  hours  may  be  compensated  for  by  time  off, 
except  "Mechanical  and  Construction  Operations"  hourly  rates  which  shall  be  paid  at  the 
Standard  rate  of  pay  for  the  job  times  one  and  one-half,  except  the  full  time  employees 
of  the  Fire  Department  who  may  be  summoned  and  kept  on  duty  because  of  a serious  fire, 
without  compensatory  time  off. 

V.  The  foregoing  provisions  do  not  apply  to  persons  engaged  for  occasional  work  of 
short  duration. 

20. THE  WORK  WEEK:  ..... 

The  work  week  shall  consist  of-  seven  days  from  Wednesday  midnight  to  Wednesday  Mid- 
night. 


21.  BUSINESS  HOURS: 

All  departmental  offices  shall  be  open  daily  for  8-jjr  hours  from  the  beginning  of  busi- 
ness on  Monday  of  each  week  to  the  close  of  business  ori  Friday  of  the  same  week. 

22.  AMENDMENT: 

This  by-law  may  be  amended  by  a vote  of  the  Town  at  any  Town  Meeting. 

23.  REPEALER: 

If  any  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  conflict  with  any  civil  service  law  or  regu- 
lation applicable  to  any  position,  or  with  any  other  law,  it  shall  be  deemed  modified  by 
the  law  or  regulation  sufficiently  only  to  end  the  con£jLict.  The  invalidity  of  any  pro- 
vision hereof  shall  not  be  construed  to  invalidate  any^provision  thereof.
